Co-operative Effort 

The Alberta Department of Agri¬ 
culture, the Municipal District of 
Westlock and “Ducks Unlimited” 
have joined forces in a combination 
flood-control and conservation pro¬ 
gram in the Westlock Municipal 
area. 

To control flood waters and pro¬ 
vide for water conservation as well 
as nesting areas for ducks, a dam 
is being constructed at the outlet 
of Bolloque Lake. This will prevent 
further aggravation in flood-suscep¬ 
tible areas south along Dapp Creek. 
The Department of Agriculture 
Water Resources Branch is respon¬ 
sible for engineering design and 
construction supervision, Ducks Un¬ 
limited is providing the funds, and 
Westlock Municipal District is furn¬ 
ishing the right of way for the 
Bolloque Lake project. 

At the same time, a diversion 
structure is being constructed in 
Dapp Creek, north of Pibroch. 
While allowing flow of water to 
continue along its course, in time 
of flood the structure diverts the 
surplus into a three-and-a-half mile 
canal leading to the Pembina River 
which was started last fall by West- 
lock M.D. The cost of this project, 
approximately $85,000, is being 
divided equally between the muni¬ 
cipal district and the province. 

The diversion canal and structure 
and the Bolloque Lake Dam will be 
completed this year. Future plans 
include the clearing of Dapp Creek 
as far as Halach to increase its 
capacity, and a new outlet from 
Dapp Lake.

ASK YOUR FRIENDS 
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Film 

“Viking Heritage” 
Shown December 6th 

A brief but highly entertaining and 
educational film the ‘Viking Heri 
tage’ was shown Sunday night, Dec¬ 
ember 6, in the Nordic Room. The 
color sound film of Norwegians in 
America originated in Minnesota. 
Many Sons of Norway members are 
in the film and 10 professional actors 
were also engaged for the produc¬ 
tion. The message of the film is 
‘Know your Norwegian Heritage — 
understand it — cherish it’. Only 
by understanding ones own cultural 
background, can we understand 
those of differing backgrounds. The 
main story is centred around an 
American of Norwegian descent mar¬ 
ried to an English girl, their little 
son and Norwegian born grandfather 
The grandfather is trying to teach 
the lad the Norwegian language and 
some Norwegian traditions. The 
boy’s father objects to so much 
stress on what he feels is unimport¬ 
ant, as this is America, a different 
way of life. Strangely enough it 
is his own wife and a school teacher 
of French descent who prove to him 
how wrong he is. The Junior Folk 
dancers of Osle Lodge No. 2, Min¬ 
neapolis are shown doing an auth¬ 
entic Norwegian dance. On top of 
Mt. Seymour in British Columbia, 
children at a ski school are shown 
skiing and one unplanned scene is 
that of a six year old skiing down¬ 
hill on his face. There are also 
scenes and comments on various 
projects carried out by Sons of Nor¬ 
way Lodges throughout the States 
and Canada. Scholarships are grant¬ 
ed students to attend the University 
at Oslo. In Brooklyn, N.Y., a home 
for homeless children sponsored by 
Sons of Norway. A hospital for 
crippled children in Eugene, Oregon. 

A retirement home with 160 rooms 
is being built in Seattle, this home 
is for any race or religion. In 
Nanaimo, B.C., an old school was 
taken over and remodeled and now 
used for retarded children. Young 
farmers from Norway are shown 
studying at the agricultural school 
in Minnesota. Quite a nummber of 
projects are already begun at the 
new centre in Minneapolis, cultural, 
art, music and a library. Sons of 
Norway also has insurance for its 
members. Incidentally, the little 
boy one day said to his father, “Jeg 
eren Norsk-Americana gut, forstaa 
du?” He was learning his Viking 
Heritage. 

An interesting portion of a film 
on Iceland was shown by Mr. and 
Mrs. Sumarlidson, with Mrs. Sum- 
arlidson as commentator. Iceland is 
a neighbor to Norway though off by 
itself somewhat and the people are 
of Nordic ancestry. It is another 
country of natural beauty. One im¬ 
pressive scene was the birth of an 
island. Natures birth is usually so 
beautiful in its silent mystery, this 
was beauty of another kind, sud¬ 
denly, explosively tons of water shot 
miles into the air creating great 
clouds of steam. Then, out of no¬ 
where, out of the void appeared an 
island. What tremendous forces 
must be at play below the sea to 
be able to push against millions of 
tons of water to create an island. 
We cannot imagine but we behold 
the miracles. Time did not permit 
viewing the complete set of films. |

A tiny stone wheel, lost in the 
Newfoundland wilds for centuries, 
ranks as one of the great archeologi¬ 
cal discoveries in North America. 

Identified as part of a spinning 
device, the little round perforated 
object is the first known Viking 
household article ever unearthed on 
this continent. It supports the claim 
that Norsemen colonized the New 
World long before Columbus. 

The artifact was found by Norwe¬ 
gian archeologist Anne Stine Ing- 
stad at L’Anse au Meadow, New¬ 
foundland, a historic site which has 
been excavated with the support of 
the National Geographic Society. 
COLONY AT “VINLAND” 

Mrs. Instad said the 1% -inch-wide 
piece of carved soapstone served as 
a flywheel on a wool-spinning 
spindle. Technically, it is called a 
spindle whorl. It is the most im¬ 
portant single object found at the 
site. 

The find suggests that the New 
World’s adventurous visitors brought 
women who attended to household 
tasks while their husbands sought 
— unsuccessfully — to carve out 
a permanent settlement in “Vin¬ 
land” some 500 years before Colum¬ 
bus’s voyages. 

“I am convinced this is a Norse 
artifact,” Mrs. Ingstad said, “be¬ 
cause of the material and the way 
it is shaped — flat at the bottom 
and rounded at the top. Many 
similar whorls have been found in 
Scandinavia and Greenland, dating 
from Viking times in the Middle 
Ages.” 

Dr. Junius Bird, curator of arch¬ 
eology at the American Museum of 
National History, New York, has ex¬ 
amined the artifact. He said that 
neither Eskimos nor Indians in New¬ 
foundland used spindle whorls. The 
wheel was doubtless made from a 
fragment of a soapstone vessel, in¬ 
dicating the scarcity of materials 
available to Viking colonists in the 
New World. 

Present-day L’Anse au Meadow 
is a remote fishing village at the 
northernmost tip of Newfoundland 
Island. Here Mrs. Ingstad’s hus¬ 
band, Helge, a veteran Norwegian 
explorer, earlier discovered the first 
proven ruins of a Norse settlement 1 
in the Americas. 

Dr. Ingstad uncovered the layered 
turf foundations of nine long-aband¬ 
oned structures, dated by radio¬ 
carbon as having been occupied in 
about A.D. 1000. Dr. Ingstad be¬ 
lieves the community was perhaps 
founded by Leif Erickson himself, 
since the area closely fits a descrip¬ 
tion given in Icelandic sagas of 
Leif’s Vinland. 

United States President Johnson 
recently signed into law a congres¬ 
sional resolution authorizing the pro¬ 
clamation each year of October 9 
as Leif Erickson Day. 

Ruins Stabilized 

Three years of digging at L’Anse 
au Meadow completed the major 
field work, but Mrs. Ingstad and 
Dr. Bird returned to the site this 
summer to oversee stabilization of 
the ruins and repair any winter 
damage. This phase of the project 
was backed by the Early Sites 
Foundation of Hanover, New Hamp¬ 
shire, as well as the National Geo¬ 
graphic Society. 

Mrs. Ingstad began a small ex- J 
cavation near the foundation of the 
largest house. Measuring 70 by 55 
feet, this house had a large room 


suggesting a great hall like those of 
comparable Viking structures in 
Greenland. 

Under Mrs. Ingstad’s direction, i 
Tony Beardsley, a 16-year-old Can¬ 
adian helper, dug through the turf 
to what was evidently the ground 
surface in Viking days. Just below 
it, he hit a layer black with char¬ 
coal. Here he found the spindle 
whorl on August 4, 1964. 

Historians long have accepted 
that Norsemen reached America. Un¬ 
til the Ingstads made their discov¬ 
ery, however, no one knew precisely 
where they landed or had come up 
with incontrovertible proof of oc¬ 
cupancy — actual ruins or burials. 
Several alleged Viking artifacts and 
structures found on this continent in 
the past have proved to be unauth- 
entic. 

Men Scorning Spinning 

“The whorl shows certainly that 
there must have been women in the 
settlement,” Mrs. Ingstad said. 
“Norsemen never would have done 
any spinning — that is woman’s 
work. It’s also a strong indication 
that they brought sheep with them.” 

Since the whorl was found in the 
lee of the large house near the 
probable doorway, Mrs. Ingstad pic¬ 
tures the women sitting in the sun 
by the doorway spinning. 

“It’s the side of the house where 
it would have been good to sit, shel¬ 
tered from the wind. I’ve ofen sat 
there myself,” she said. 

Mrs. Ingstad found several rusty 
nails in the same general area. The 
Vikings used nails, and these could 
have been made at the site. Earlier 
at L’Anse au Meadow, Dr. Ingstad 
found the remains of a smithy and a 
stone anvil, some fragments of work¬ 
ed iron, and several hundred pieces 
of slag. Extensive deposits of nat¬ 
ural bog iron, or iron nodules, lie in 
marshy areas nerby. 

The Vikings flourished from the 
9th to the 11th century as explorers 
and colonizers as well as sea-roving 
warriors. They pushed westward to 
Iceland and Greenland, where Erie 
the Red established the first colony 
about 986. It was from the Green¬ 
land settlement that eric’s son Leif 
Erickson, called Leif the Lucky, and 
others sailed westward to a new 
landfall, according to the Icelandic 

Guided by the sagas, an old Ice¬ 
landic map, and careful research 
during years of exploration, Dr. 
Ingstad concluded that the Vinland 
of the Vikings was in Newfoundland. 
He began a search that narrowed 
to the L’Anse au Meadow site. 
Three summers of intensive work 
followed.
